'-" The fight against the great while plague, or tuberculosis, 
one of the most dreaded diseases kubjyn to the. human race, 
Has not yet been won, neither has it beSVi'abandQH&h' Scien- 
tists in- this country and Europe have been sludying.lhe prob- 
-lem for years and at limes it has been claimed that cures haye 
been discovered, but in spile of these alleged discoveries the 


• awful malady gathers in its victims by the thousands year after 
year, demonstrating that it has not been overcome by the ef- 
forts of .'those who have long and faithfully devoted' their ener- 
gies id the study of this .most important problem. 
That 


progress has been made in combatting the disease and-prevcnt- 
ing it to some extent is'certain, but the world is still waiting for 
a cure, the discovery of which is believed by many to be a 
hopeless undertaking. 


This may be so, yet invention and .discovery in oilier direc- 


tions give ground for Ihe hope that still furllier progress will 
be made in this important, field .'of investigation and experi- 
ment even if the efforts of the scientists do not result in com- 
plete success; 
I.ivmany- fields men have achieved what once 


was believed to be the- impossible, and such accomplishments 
warrant the belief that many things which'are now believed 
to be impossible will one day be achieved. 


Among (hose who have been studying tuberculosis and en- 


deavoring lo evolve a cure is Dr. J. D. Gibson of Denver, who 
has jusl Velired as president of the American Association of 
Clinical Research. Al Ihe recent annual meeting of the asso- 
ciation in Philadelphia he stated that within ten years the 
disease should be controlled to an extent which will practically 
eliminate fatal 'results. Mis 
treatment consists in X-rays, 


ozone and static electricity in addition lo the climatic and 
dietetic (refitment now common in tuberculosis hospitals. Mo 
claims that with the X-ray the disease can be delected in per- 
sons before they show any effects of i t , and that advanced 
cases can in many cases be. cured. He says that out of 757 
cases treated by his method there were only 61 deaths, and 
that the lime is coming when il will be a disgrace for a physi- 
cian to allow a case of tuberculosis to reach an advanced stage.
